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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, & 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Luhm 
(US Patent No 4219924). 

Regarding claims 1-4, Luhm discloses joining a rod (16) to a collar (20) comprising using 
the same die set (26): fitting a collar blank (20) onto a rod (16) which has an annular groove 
formed therein (18); swaging said collar blank to cause a plastic flow of material of the blank 
into said groove (18) (Figure 2c); and locally upsetting said blank while restraining the outer 
periphery of the blank so as to cause a further plastic flow into groove (18) (see Figure 2D-E 
wherein the axially elongated portion of collar 20 from Figure 2D is forced to flow into the 
groove 18 as shown in figure 2E). 

Regarding claims 13-16 Luhm discloses the collar (20) has a tapered cross section 
(Figure 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Luhm. 

Luhm discloses the claimed invention except for explicitly stating that the collar member 
is formed from a plurality of rings. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
swage a plurality of rings in the same manner Luhm discloses since applicant has not disclosed 
that the use of such rings solves any stated problem or is for any particular purpose. Further, it 
appears as if the swaging of the collar member disclosed by Luhm would perform equally well. 

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Luhm in 
view of Ridenour (US Patent No 5544406). 

Luhm discloses the claimed invention except for protrusions being formed within the 
groove of the rod. 

Ridenour discloses forming protrusions/barbs (14) in the groove of a member to be joined 
via swaging (Figure 1). The use of such protrusions/barbs serves to grasp the plastic material 
flow cause by the swaging process to thereby ensure a more secure union. Therefore it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to swage 
a rod to a collar as disclosed by Luhm, while forming protrusions/barbs within the groove in 
order to provide a more secure union.
